Uki.icious Hkfokmsin Russia, — A letter 
from Odessa, dated April 29, says :— " Rus- 
sia is at the present moment accomplishing 
two religious reforms. The first is a careful 
translation into the Russian language of the 
Holy Scriptures and this prayers of the 
Church. Hitherto the old Sclavonic tongiie 
wMs ihe language used, and as the Latin in 
tlie lloiiiaii Church is a dead letter to the 
congregation, so the Sclave has been to the 
Russians. The translation of both Old and 
New Testament had already been com- 
meiiciul. The second reform is the abolition 
of the seminaries, where up to the present 
not only the jiriests themselves received 
their education, but were obliized to bring 
up Iheir chiidieii. The male porlion of the 
family were thus compelled to ailopt the 
sacerdotal profession, whether they were so 
disposed or not. Thus the priestly charac- 
ter was rendered in Russia purely heredilary 
as well lis coinpulsory. Those young per- 
sons who were admitted, notwitlisiandiiig 
their not being children of any prie-l, had 
to embrace the profession )i«/c/i.'! voleiis. In 
place of the seminaries, which arc now to 
be abo lislied, it is proposed to have a theo- 
logical faculty in all the universities, so that 
pei'rsoiis may have it in their own power to 
choose the vucutioii they are to pursue, and 
not be made priests by forci;." 

A Honolulu Rival or thk " Woodk.v 
Nur.MKGs." — Time was when the Connec- 
ticut Yankees had the credit of being the 
smartest operators in wooden nutmegs and 
other sjiurioiis wares ; but the last importa- 
tion from England shows that the palm now 
belongs to ti.e other side of the jiond.

Doubtless all those 
who reverence a hoary antiquity, or are in- 
clined' to Obstructive Oldfogyism, will at 
once make confession of tlieir lamlud estate, 
even though their time may be spent in 
doing what an assessor .should be bound to 
Jo, ill order to know tliat it wa.s ta.ved. But 
as this ia not an aye over distinguished for 
treading in the footsteps of its defunct pi-o- 
genitors; but rather dislini^nished tor its 
practical innovations to gain the most by 
spending the least time and labor, wo opine 
that the ancient Sa.\on custom will prove 
o.\ccedingly distasteful to the country if 
made compulsory.

Retrenchment. 
Although not included in the Estimates, 
it appears to be an understood thing that 
there is to be a treasury clerk, with a salary 
of i;200 a year— at least not less than that 
sum. Willi .£-100 a year to the Trea.^urcr, 
and ji;100 for contingencies, the sum total 
for treasury duties will be X700, or S3,50O. 
Had Mr. Cooper, or any other conipetont 
pei soii.boeii apDoiiited TrBa,siirer,i)300 would 
liavt: been saved, whore there is now a clear 
loss to that amount. If suoli is tho retrench- 
ment policy of tho government, we are cer- 
lain ly not among its admirers. Taking the 
E.-ti mates so far. as voted at £10,000, the 
treasury stafif will cost' the country every 
twenty-third dollar of the entire revenue. 
So the dear people — we don't mean the trea- 
sury Btalf, for we may safely style them very 
dear— may consider every twenty-third dol- 
lar paid in taxes, direct and indirect, as the 
Treasurer's, for keeping, receiving, and pay- 
ing out the colonial revenue. Mad Mr. 
Cooper's proposition to discharge the duties 
for half the amount, been accepted, instead 
of paying one dollar in iweiity-tliree for 
Treasurei's salary, they would only have had 
to pay iifiy cents. It is apparent a. serious 
mistake has been made, il nothing worse; 
for the o.vpenses of the department are en- 
liri.ly out of proportion with the probable 
amount to bo received. The question as- 
sumes so giBve an aspect — a manifest loss 
of £300— a twenty-third part of the revenue 
absorbed by the treasury stair— that a modi- 
fication of our departmental system deserves 
a speedy consideration. In fact, if such 
salaries — so disproportionate to our revenue 
— are to be paid, tho sooner some scheme — 
consistent with our free ]iort system — for the 
union of the two colonies, is started, the 
better, For if we — a small colony as we 
;,re — are c.\pecleil to suppuit a costly and 
cumbrous departmental .-yslem, at an e.v- 
peiise nearly .Midicii'iil for the depai lineiils 
of the united colonies, we will lind it neither 
wise nor economical, — particularly as no 
coriespoiidin^ advantage has apparently re- 
sulted (rom a .si.'parate colonial existence 

A.N I.vniA.s ;Vo.MA.s Shot.— On Sunday 
morning last, about one o'clock, a Hydah 
Indian woman, while on her way home, was 
shot in the rear of the floyal Hospital, by a 
Cowitchan Indian, who had followed her, in 
company with three others, for some distance. 
The inmates of the hospital, hearing the 
woman cry out, repaired to the spot, and 
n>iiiid her lying on the ground weltering in 
her blood. She was conveyed lo tho hospi- 
tal, u lieii it was ascettaiiied that her left 
arm \v as sliallercul almost in pieces by a pis- 
tol bail, .•irnl that .Mie had al,-u been shot 
throai;li her lelt side. Oliicer lilake was 
informed of tho allair, anil altera diligent 
se;iicli, about daylight discovereil ihiee 
L'liwilchans in a canoe, ])rcparing to leave 
the vicinily of the So;iL;i<li ei'caminiient. 
SiirnmiininL; thi'in lo coin.' :!s!iore. thi;y at 
fii.^t r. fused ; but upon the ollieer piesolitilig 
a Colt's persuader, they landed and wero 
taken into custody. One of their number 
was fully identified by the wounded female 
as the assassin. Yesterday morning Judge 
Pemberlon remanded the one identified for 
a week, to await the result of the injuries 
inllictod, and discharged his two oompan- 
ion,«. It is not probable the woman will 
survive her injuries. 

Hoyal Hospital.

PiuNCF. .Ikiiome Bonapahtk.— The death 
of ihi.s rn-. ml'er of llio liojiapurte family 
has been tele^'raphed. was the last of 
the brothers of hint " lio i'ave tlie hnuly 
its historic name, and ho departed this hfe 
at the aae of sevenlv-six. He participaU-d 
ill the wars nf Napoleon, and was by his 
side at VVaierloo. Ho married a Miss Pat- 
terson of Baltimore, but finally consented 
to a most dishonorable divorce, to advance 
his brother's supposed interests He tlien 
married a German princess and 
claimed King of Westphalia. He went 
down with Napoleon's star, and after various 
vicissitudes, came up a^'ain with Louis 
Napoleon's em,.)-en<^e in 1848. Since 
then he has resided mostly at Pans He 
had a stroll- personal , eseinhlance to Napo- 
leon, but, thoiiKh a n.an of fair qualities, 
was^entirely.devoid of his brother's genius. 

The tallest man in France has just 
expired, near Rouen, at the ace of seveiity- 
ono, being M. Charles Gruel d'lndrevil e, ot 
Nesle. Normandy, who founded, and for 
manv yeafs carried on some extensive glass- 
works at ihat place. His stature was near 
seven feel six inches, Kn^lisli, and hi.s body 
was stout in propor'ioii. In early life he 
entered the Imperial army as a private sol- 
dier, buf soon jrained the rank of siib- 
lieiitenant. He was present in the battles 
of Waaram and Moscow. At one timo he 
was a prisoner of war, and havmt; fallen ill, 
was sent to the hospital of Konigsberg. 
The hospital was sacked by the Russians, 
and M. Gruel was thrown out into the street 
and he passed a whole night in the snow 
witji scarcely any clothin-; He, however, 
recovered and iHliirned lo France. 

ATEHnn)i,E War Ship.— The Pharc dc 
la Manche, published at Cherbourg, an- 
nounces thai the completion of the steel- 
plated frigate Norrnandie is being carried 
on with all possible dispatch. The plating 
is 12 centimetres thick, and is impervious 
to cannon shot unless a ball should strike 
the same spot 13 times; on the 13ih shot it 
will be perforated The Normimdie is about 
to receive her masts, which are colossal. 
One remarkable weapon attached to this 
huge steamer is a spear, which projects 
from her prow, and which will when impel- 
led by steam, cut a sliip in two. This ad- 
dition is regarded as a reniarkuble progress 
in the COnsfrUOtion of such steainer.s.
